Canli*ibuting to Girl's

FRANKFOET, KY., Feb. 9.— With 
to-day the 1914 'session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly is half over and to-mor- 
row it begins on the last lap of the 
sisty-days' session. Although half con- 
culded only one bill has been pass- 
ed both branches of the Lsslilatare 
aad gone to the Governor, this being 
the Boolee bill, practically a local 
measure having for :ts pun^ose the 
levying of a special tax for the re- 
building of Spencei county's court- 
house, which was destrcqred by fire 
about a year ago.

Fifteen Victims of Revenge- 
fill PlanB of Meiicifi . 



CUMBRE. CHIHUAHUA, Feb. 9.^ 
Charred boned and several metal 
buttons and buckles from clothing 
were the only traces discovered yes- ' 
torday of the bodies «>r the 50 or more j 
pasfc-engers and crew of the train • 
wrecked iu the Cumber tunnel of the ' 
Mexico and Northwestern Railway 
Wednesday. At leasr 16 Ametleaas 
perished. 

A rescue party, equipped with oxy- 
gen helmets to gu^d them against the 
effects of the smoke and fumes of 
the atHl-smooldering wreckage, made 
their way from the aooth portal of 
the tunnel over the wreckage oC the 
bnraed flight traia to tho loeomo- 
tive and forward care oC the paaaen- 
g€*r train.

A case which has attracted atten- 
tion in Cincinnati, as well as iu tliis 
city, was the trial of Mildred Crane, a 
sxteen-year-old girl, who was charged 
with beins a delinquent, and who, It 
v/Ds ctated ill a Cincinnati paper, last 
Friday momicg, gave out a statement 
in v. hich it was alleged that a number 
of prominene men had ccmtributed to 
her delinquency. Amdng the number 
mentioned were Brent Arnold, Gener- 
al Freight Agent ot the LonisvQle & 
Nasville railroad,' whose home Is in 
Cincinnati,^ ^d George • Alexander, 
presidmit of the Alexander Banking 
Co., and a wealthy citizen of this city. 

Probation officers in Cincinnati 
have been conducting a thorough in- 
vestigation into the story of the girl, 
who, it is said, made visits to the es- 
tablishment conducted by Lillian Bo- 
reas, a manicurist, in Cincinnati, 
where she was introduced to men, the 
names of whom were withheld by or- 
der of Judge Caldwell, presiding at 
the sessions of the .luvenile Court, but 
a Cincinnati newspaper secured the 
names alleged to have been imparted 
to the Comrt, whic& reeidtad la thefari 
publication. 

The tact that a number of promi- 
nent men were involved caused quite 
a sttr In the Queen City, and at the 
trial,' held Friday afternoon before 
Judge Caldwdl, the Crane girl wa^ 
adjudged a delinquent and was held 
pending tho prdsecuMon of the Boreas 
woman. It was upon the testimony 
of George Richier, a chauffeor, with 
whom she had relations in January*, 
that the girl wa.s helG by the Court as 
a delinquent. 

Mr. Alexander was ill at liis home 
on Pleasant street, where he has been 
confined for the past three weeks, 
when he received the information that 
his name had been linked with the pro- 
ceedings in the .Tuvenile Court at Cin- 
cinnati. When i'.cen Friday evening, 
he was able to ait i.p and gave ont a 
statement in which he stoutly main- 
tained his innocence of the alleged 
charges placed against bim in the 
Cincinnati newspapers, and declared 
that the matter was ridi<;nlous and 
abturd. 

"It la very unfortunate that I 
shoold have beea drawn into this 
affair." said Mr. Alexander, "but I am 
as innocent as a baby of the charges 
made by the girl, and the first intima- 
tion I had of being involved was when 
I was apprised of t'.ie newspaper ar- 
ticle, and of my name being linked 
with the affair." 

"Did you know Mildred Crane?" 
was asked. 

"I never saw the girl in my life," he 
replied, "neither do I know tho wom- 
an to whose home it is said she was 
taken. The accusation is infamous, 
slanderous, and absolutely without 
foundation. My last visit to Cincin- 
nati was on New Years* Day. While 
there I waa the guest of Br«}t Arnold. 
Since that time I have given my atten- 
tion to ' my business, until three 
wedm ago, when I became ilL The 
motive. I think, is purely one for gain, 
otlMTwIse it wofdfl have been tmpossi- 
|>le for them to have identified me 
with the disgraceful proceedings." 

•*! have been Inf^/rmcd," said he, 
"that Mildred Crane is said to have 
letters and telegrams bearing my sig- 
nature. If such letters and telegrams 
are in her possession they are forger- 
ies, but I questim the troth or such 
report." 

Mr. Alexander did not seem per- 
turbed over the affair, other than the i 
embarrassment to which he had been | 
subjected tlirough haviing his name i 
Involved. 

In the Juvenile Court, Saturday, ' 
Lillian Boreas was given a fine of $350 j 
and a thirty days suspended sentence 
for contributing to the delinquency of 
^e girL George Ritcher, who figured 
fta the case, plead guilty to the charge 
of contributing to her d^inquency, ' 
was fined |5 and coszs and sentenced 
to thirty days tn tae workhouse, 
which was suspended on application 
the assistsint prosecutor. The cases 
of Elizabeth Bowen were continued 
until this week, when they -mil come 
up for a hearing before Judge Gor- 
man, the newly appointed Judge cf 
the Juvenile Court, instead of Judge 
Caldwell, whose tenn of ofltee expired 
Saturday. |

STATE HEALTH iSOARD 

WARNS AGAINST SMALL POX 



Th State Board or Health today 
■?sued the following warning in re- 
gard to small pox: 

"TO^the Health and Fiscal Officials 
and the PdOple of Kentncky: 

"Disregard of the repeated Warning 
of this Board In regard to the danger 
of a widespread epidemic of small pox 
this winter is indicated by its exist- 
ence iu one-third or the counties of 
the State. The disease, repeated- 
ly stamped out in many counties, has 
beeu reintroduced in the eastern sec 
tion of the State through continued 
disregard and violation of the law and 
of the rules of the Board, requiring 
that no unvaccinated person be em- 
ployed, on the part of railroad con- 
struction companies and other large 
employers of unskilled labor. Tbe 
prompt prosecution of such violations 
by County Attorneys will cause the 
enfOrc^ent of this mle, and will 
save tbe eonnties of the State thous- 
ands of doUors. 

"More than 25,000 cases and 335 
deaths have been caused from small 
pox in Kentucky since 1898. The 
cure and prevention of this" disease 
has cost our counties and cities 
$.'2r;,650 and the business loss is es- 
properly done with reliable virus and 
repeated every seven years, is re- 
quired by law and no person who has 
complied ^ith this law has had small 
pox in Kentucky. It costs the aver- 
age man one dollar to be vaccinated, 
and $140 and six to fourteen weeks 
isolation to have the small pox. Re- 
liable fresh vaccine points will be 
furnished by this Board for the use of 
health authorities fOr $6.50 per hun- 
dred and are «Tallable at any time. 

"Moat ot oar esaa -91 amaU pox are 
mUd, bat at beat it la a loathsome dis^ 
easa It is easy to prevenf IMid it is 
imlawfal not to be vaocinated. In the 
presenoe oC its present widespread ex- 
istence in the State Intelligent people 
should not wait for the law to force 
them to an eviden duty. Law abiding 
people have already or will now be 
vicclnated. Others -should be re- 
quired to do ao by tae irasar anthori- 
ties.

Safety, economy and utility are the 
prime considerations in silo building 
and on all of these points farmers are 
finding themselves gainers from the 
use of eonereta Concrete strtictures 
are much safer and in the long run 
are more economical. The original 
cost is about (he same as for silos of 
other materials if the farmer is able 
to do the work with bis regillar force. 
When the durability and lesaened risk 
are considered It is seen that the con- 
crete construction is economical in 
almost all circumstances. The con- 
crete silo is sanitary and preserves 
the fodder in a satisfactory way. This 
feet has been demonstrated by gor- 
emment tests. 

Farmers who hare not studied the 
subject of concrete construction will 
do well to take it up. In most cases 
the material will bo eheeiiir and 
handier than 'Inmber. It is oC high 
value for walks, dairy floors, milk 
houses, watering troughs and steps, 
as well as for general architectural 
work.

information. 

In developing inland navigatte ttn 
Federal Qovemment alone has ex- 
pended in tiie neighborliood of $300.-
